profession. Before the although nine-tenths of our 
English population was in the towns, and ninety-nine hun- 
dredths of our national wealth, yet lawyers—both barristers 
and solicitors—still allowed the first place in their esteem 
to be usurped by the landed gentry and the aristocracy of the 
countryside. The family solicitor of the sleepy market town 
in some hunting county was still the ideal of the average 
aspirant to success in the several branches of the legal pro- 
fession, and the successful K.C., likewise, usually aspired to 
end his days as a county squire. All this is gone. The rural 
aristocracy is gone or going. The estates are passing into 
other hands—the manor-house to the successful captain of 
industry and the farm to the farmer himself. Although for 
the moment the conveyancer is busier than he ever was before, 
yet the prestige of land and the stately county world of the 
nineteenth century is now at an end—even among the most 
conservative of all professions, that of the law.

The Rush in Conveyancing. 

Ir 1s seldom wise to make predictions in any sphere of 
human affairs. Certainly predictions as to social relations and 
their future is no better than a vanity. Our reference to the 
busy time in which conveyancers are for the moment living is 
an admirable illustration of this. Ten years ago, when the 
present Premier in his capacity of a Radical Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, had placed four heavy taxes on land, and was 
taxing real estate almost to extinction by his revision of the 
death duties, it was the fashion in Lincoln's Inn to say that 
conveyancing was dead. Land was a drug on the market. 
In the uncertainty of valuation no man would buy. And, 
faced with taxation on building profits in the guise of a tax 
on land values, the builder had ceased his operations. The 
conveyancer was in despair, and was talking of seeking relief 
in the workhouse. Young men abandoned this brand of the 
Bar for other specialising, and some even became sdljcitors. 
One very promising young barrister of our acquaintance gave 
up conveyancing, in which he seemed destined to succeed, and 
took to the barren world of law-reporting as more promising! 
It certainly looked as if no one with money in England would 
ever want to buy land or houses again,

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Proposals of Land Reform. 

AND THE situation was complicated by the eagerness of the 
Government to introduce radical changes into our system of 
conveyancing. Of course, the Ministry could not admit that 
these land taxes had caused the slump in conveyancing. So 
they blamed it on the system of transfer. Our private con- 
veyancing, they said, is cumbrous, wasteful, uncertain, expen- 
sive. Our colonies and other enlightened ends of the earth 
have replaced it by a system of land registry. Get rid of 
the solicitor and the conveyancer, then transfer of land will 
be abundant. True it is that we had already in existence a 
system of land registry, compulsory in London, but optional in 
the provinces. True it is that the system was generally 
acknowledged to be a costly failure True it is that 
county council could be induced to exercise its right of adopt- 
ing it But that, we were told, was the result of prejudice 
and unwillingness to work the system on the part of obstruc- 
tive or narrow-minded lawyers. The remedy was more land 
registration—a compulsory Act. But at least there must be 
a reform of private conveyan ing, and all would be well.

Prosperity and Depression in Conveyancing. 

Or course, the fact is that conveyancing is not much affected 
either by the system of conveyancing in practice or by the 
cost or, indeed, by any other facility or obstacle to cheapness 
and speed and certainty of title. The demand really is the 
important thing. When people are eager to buy land or 
houses there will always be abundance of conveyancing, no 
matter what is the system. Where people are shy of invest- 
ment in land, there will be none, no matter how perfect and 
how inexpensive you make the actual conventions of transfer. 
This has been abundantly illustrated by the events of the last 
two years. Everyone wants a house; the Rent Restriction 
Acts have killed the possibility of renting a house, and there- 
fore everyone wants to buy one; the anxious purchaser will 
take almost any title, however defective, rather than turn to 
his only alternative—residence as a paying guest in the local 
workhouse. So conveyancing flourishes. Again, fear of a 
capital levy and a social revolution has convinced our old 
landed gentry that they cannot hope to retain long’ their 
present estates or high esteem in the countryside. So they 
deem it best to sell out while prices are high; there is an 
abundance of successful munition-makers and men of business 
anxious to invest in land profits made out of war-facilitated 
monopolies. The farmer, too, unexpectedly prosperous after 
half-a-century of patiently borne poverty, is eager to possess 
as his own the land he and his ancestors have tilled for 
generations. So conveyancers are busy, and there is going on 
a silent reconstruction of all property values in our rural 
counties : 


Solicitors and the Land Revolution. . 


To pur it frankly, England is ceasing to be a county of 
large estates, where landowner, farmer and labourers lived 
in hierarchical neighbourhood to one another on the soil. The 
landowner is replaced by the sficcessful manufacturing mer- 
chant, banker, or lawyer, who purchases his park and county 
house as a week-end residence, but leaves the farm lands 
alone. The tenant is becoming a farmer. The labourer is 
ceasing to exist; he is too costly, and machinery is taking his 
place. The small-holder has not yet come; he exists, but in 
so trifling a proportion as to be of no account. But probably 
here, too, the future will see changes. England has not be- 
come a land of peasant proprietors like France, Italy, South 
Germany and Russia. But she has ceased to be a land of 
squires, like Prussia and Poland. She has betome, it is 
hecomigg, a land—in the main—of middling yeoman farmers, 
like Canada or the Northern States of America. In some 


wavs this is a revérsion to a state of things not uncommon in 
many countries in the seventeenth and the eighteenth century, 
before high farming had driven out the yeoman freeholder. 
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The Continuance of D.O.R.A. 
Ir 1s not generally understood by the public at large that 
the Defence of the Realm Regulations are not all of them 


yet repealed. The War Emergency Laws Continuance Act,7 
1920, section 2, provided for the repeal of some parts of; 


D.O.R.A. and the continuance of others, to expire on 3l# 
August, 1920. But their expiry, of course, is contingent 
on the conclusion of the war by that date. Under the 
Termination of War Act, 1917, the war is not at an end for 
the purpose of any statute until an Order in Council has fixed: 
the date by Proclamation. The war is not yet officially at am 
end, ard no such Proclamation is as yet in operation as re 


gards the unrepealed clauses of D.O.R.A. Regulations. In - 


particular, Regulation 108, which provides for Closing Orders 
fn the case of the sale of certain confections and other 
articles, is still in force, and prosecutions under cover of this 
Regulation are still possible. 


Solicitors and Funerals.

ceremony in their bili. He also gives shrewd advice to the 
solicitor who is called on to bury a friendless client. But 
sometimes the reader will not altogther sympathize with his 
complaints. Once, it seems, he had to bury in Paris a country 
client who had died there. The client had no near relations, 
so his solicitor took with him to Paris the local vicar and 


his womenkind—not so much, we gather, because they grieved — 


at the deceased's long expected end, but to enable them to see 
Paris at his expense. In Paris the funeral cortege had to 
be hired from the municipality. Our solicitor had the bright 
idea of taking the procession all around the interestin 

sights of Paris so that the mourners would see something“o 

the place. On the way they visited the Morgue as sight- 
seers, and had lunch at a restaurant. But -he driver pro- 
tested angrily at this sacrilege; his coaches, he said, were for 
mourners and not for spectators. We must say that his point 
of view appeals to us, although the author appears to regard 
it as a sign of bureaucratic stupidity. He seems to think that 


a private undertaker would have been more complaisant.— 


Possibly he would—but we hope not.

The Turf triel before Mr. Justice Greer at the Old Bailey concluded 
on Monday.
